It was not imme- 
diately known which govern- 
ment agency authoriized the 
'purchase. 

The golf carts, estimated to 
cost $2,000 each, were pur- 
chased for Secret Service 
agents to use while patrolling 
the San Clemente grounds, 
'he truck-towed house trailer 
is requested by the agency

Thomas Hannon, administra- 
tor of the GSA’s regional of- 
fice in San Francisco, said an- 
other audit report, dealing 
with San Clemente office com- 
plex expenses, is yet to be is- 
sued.
